be ; the Priſoner Xing, Captain Porter ard K nightly, were to go and Survey the Place; 
and the next Day atrer that Con'ultation, they went to-yiew the Ground, an1 did ve- 
ry carefally do it, both on this fide the Water, and on the other fide the Water ; 
and they came back and met the reſt of 'the Company, at the Nagrobend Tavern hte 
at Night, to give an Account what they 'had done, in order to this Enterpriſe. It 
was agreed the number ſhould be about Forty; Sir George Barcley was to make, vp 
about Twenty, Mr. Ebarmme.k was to furnifh Eight, Captain Porter Seven, and fo in 
s 1 proportions, in ail to make the number of Forty ; which they thought were 
ciieugh to cffet and accompliſh the Deſign. 

In order to make this matter the more ſure, They did appoint two to Ledge 
and wait at Kenfngron, near the Guarts 5 vyyho were to give notice, when the 'King 
went abroad ; And they had their ſeveral Perſons affigned to whom they ſhould 
Eive notice, who thereupon vyyvere 'to ſend orders to the ſeveral parties ; one of 
vyhich was Chambers, yyho vvas to give notice to the» Priſoner at the Bar Mr. 
Charnock, and there vvas one Durance, vwvho vvas to give notice to Sir George Sarcley 1, 
and vyhen ſuch notice vvas given, ry yrere to ſend Orters to the ſeveral per- 
ſans, vyho vyvere to be concerned in this Bloody Bufiacſs, to come at the time aps 
Pointed, to be diſpoſed of into their ſeveral Poſts. 

Gentlemen, in order to the furthering of this defign , they did likevviſe ſend 
Durance, to go and viery, and give them an Account of the moſt convenient Tons 
at 8rasford, and Turnam-Green, and the places adjacent ; vvhich yvere leaft Llyable to 
obſervation, yyhere the Men might be the moft conveniently diſpoſed of, to Iye 
ready againſt the time, vyhen. they vyere to Execute this Barbarous Aﬀafſhnation ; 
accordingly he yvyent, and took an Acoount of the ſeyeral Inns vyithia "that com» 
paſs, and they were to be Billetted by Two or Three in an Inn, ſo as not to be 
obſerved : Sir George Barley and bis party at Twnem-Green, and the reftat 8raaforþ 

Gentlemen, after they had thus laid the Defign, $arurdey the 14th of February 
was the ficſt time pitched upon, for the putting it it» Execution, it'the King went” 
abroad as he uſed to do, upoa Suurdzyr, to Richmond to Hitrit: 'and if they had no-' 
tice from Durence, and Chambers that "tit was fo to do, which =—_ they had, ant 
every thing vyas prepared in viifer to have perpetrated *this Villainons Deſign 5, 
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but it happen'd that the King vvent not abroad that Pay, of vyhich- they had 
naice abaut Noon, from Chamber to Charnock, and Churneck lent vrordſoto Porter's 
Lodgiogs, and then the Order for their getting together vvas countermanded, and 
the . note, by vvhich Charnack ſent vyord, vas Subſcribed vvith the name of &v- 
A. $ vvhich you will hear is a Name he goes by, as well as by that of Charzats 
hus chey were difapoinies at that time, but they were not diſcouraged from purſuing 
this inhamage Raterpriſe ; but reſulyed:to ge,on the next opportunity that ſhould be given. 
And to omit ſeveral thiags that intervenes, which the Witneſſes will give you an Account 
of, on the Friday following they met again, to have every thing ready againſt the rext 
Day, which was Saturdiy the r12th of rebrucry;, when they oxpetted the King would go 
abroad, as he uſually did on that Day of the Week, and that meeting was at the Sun 
Tavern in the $ rad, ani there were preſent Captain Porier, Sir William Per Ring, Sic 
Geege Burcley and Mr. Charnach;, and: at that time there was a Diſcourſe amongſt them, 
abouc the diſappointment, which they had had the Week before, and ſome of them had 
2 fealoufie that a Diſcovery had been made of their Deſign ; But then upon further Con- 
fideration, They concluded if it had been ſo, they whould not have met there, but Shout 
have been taken up; And therefure they concluded the King's ſtaying at home that day 
was but Accidental, aad ſo reſolved to put their Conſpiracy in Executioa the next Day. 

While they were there (cvercal perſons, for whom Captain Porrey had ucdertaken, that 
is, one Cran)wunc, Krnrich, and Keyes, the Priſoner at the Bir, came to Perter 5, thete 
were carried-in*o anotaer Room, and Commanded all to be ready the next Day, when ir 
was reſolved t6 put the Aﬀaſfnation in Execution : And thea Captain Porter aſked 
Kenrick for Sherborne 5, who it ſeems had been undertaken for, but it was anſwered, That 
he aſked ſo many Queſtions abuot the Matter, that ke did nat think fit to truſt bim, 

The next Mocmng they met again at Captain Porrer's Lodgings;, and there: met, 2s 
the Witneſſes will tc}! you, amo-igſt others, Mr, Pendergrafſe, Mr. Krys, and Mr. King; 
King broughta Meſſage to Captain Porter from Sir George 8arcley, to-know the Names ot 
thats that were conce. ned, and upou that Meſfage Captain Porter wiit down the Nymes 
of his Men; u ho- were for his 24:3, and ſeat the Lift by Crenborne, ta Mr Charnoch, to add 
his Liſt to it of the Men he was.to have under him ;, Cr anbwne afterwards came back, ard 
brought the Lift that Captain. Porter ſent with the additional Lift, ſent by Mr. Ehirxock, 
Witten with his own band, and Subſcribed R. E. and Crarborne told them that Chambers 
had ſent wordchat the King »ould go out that Marning 5, at the hearing of which there 
was very. much Joy amongſt them, for they hoped then their wicked Deſiga wouls be 
put in Execution that Day; there was a Diſcourſe then hikewiſe that Porter had a Piece 
which carried-Six Bullets, and this it was ordered Mould be put into the bands of Pendergraſs 
who was to be one of Sir George Barcicy's Men to Attack and Fire igte the King's Coach. 

This was upon $4 4ay, the 12d of February, when they had News that the King was 
to go abroad, and every thing was to be put in execution at bis return from Kichmend. 
From Captain Porrer's Lodgings they wentto the Blrw Poſts in Spring- Garden \, but about 
213 a Clock there came news from . Chambers, one of the orderly men at Crniens thas 
the Xing did not go- abroadthatday z This put them into@2 very great | they 
then thoughe ſome diſcovery muſt needs be made becauſe of the diſappointment two 

cogether Keys, the Prifozcr at the Bar, came up and told them that the 
Guards were all come back in a team, andthe Kings Coaches were brought back ta the 
Meuſe:: and this confirmed thers in their former that the matter was diſcovered 5 
upon which Captaia Forrer, Mc» Peadergrar and Mr; Krye went together to ye ___ 
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time ;, but they aid they would ſend Keys to Aſc, Carnoch, to let him know whtre: they 
- might be heard of; andif the matter was not diſcoyered they would fill goon co put itin 
exccution : Burt they could not part without drinking fome\Trayterous Healths, which 
the Witrefles will te! you of, to the Reftoring of the late King and his: Queen, and 
ehe Prince of Wales ;, and after all, one of the Compaay taking an Orange in /his hand, 
began a health to- the ſqueezing of the Rotten Orange ;, and-in this 'manner it was dra':k 
by all them befor they parted, tho. they were uncer the'appreheyſion at that time. of 
being di!covered alicady, 6? IA 
This is the beginning and progreſs of the ſeveral Conſultations that were had for. the 
Carrying on this Execrable Trayterous Conſpiracy. 1 have opened it ſkortly to you, but 
» JOU Wil hear. it much fuller in its ſeveral parts by the Wirtnne ſes. By what. 1 have 
- opened,. you cannot but obſerve, that it was very near coming to-be executed, it there 
_ had nor been a Diſcovery of it time enough, through the Providence of Almighty }, 
to prevent it, They had agreed, after their intended Allafſination to keep together Vil 
ENcy came near to theTown, and then they were to lye hid till the Frexch Troops landed 
Which they were ailured of were ready upon the leaft intimation of the ſucceſs of this 
Coualpitacy. 

Gentlemen, Every body may gueſs at the diſmal conſequences that would have followed 
had this Bloody detizn raken eftc ;and 1am ſure, as we and onr poſterity could not have 
expected any thing ic! than the perpetual -yoak and hurden of {layery and Poperyy if it 

-had pleaſed God ropermit this Conlpiracy to take effett ; 1oT hope we ſhall always re- 
niember the merciful hand of providcnce that has deteQed and diſappointed it; TY, 

Gentlemen, I ſhall not detain you any longer; I have opened to you part of that 
Which will more fully be made out by the witneſſes; only I would obſerve, that the 
Providence of God has not only madea diſcovery —_ the execution of this a- 
bominable Villany, but hath brought this Conſpiracy fo far to light, by ſuch unqueRtions 
able teſtimeny, that no mancan doubt of the reality of it, which I hope wilt raiſe in eyery 
heneft mans mind an abhorrence and deteſtation of thoſe principles, upon which ſo vBlais 
nous" and barbarous a defign was fourded ; and I think I may fay, that akrer the 
Evidence you will hear this day, ne one will pretend any doubt of the-truth thereof, 
but either ſuch as are ſorry for the Diſcovery, or ſuch as knew tos much of the 
Conſpiracy beſore.'

dfainftme at Nis thiie { And the firit is, ! That before'any' of the : Witnefſes, given. any 
Evidence againſt me, thuireft that are to be froarnand produced may be keptopt of Gyyire 
til they that are eaſed have fevercatly given theingvideace, that one: may nos; hear whe: 
the other ſays ? That I ſappoſe is-dut x@ſonable ina caſe of this nature; and what -was 
never denyed, but always allowed, as / have been informed. | 

L.. C. F- Holt, "There is butaze Witneſs ſworn, and 7 believe thete arc ngne of the 

zeſt here, Char, 
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Chirn, Yes, my Lord, here is one Gentleman in the Court, whom 1 ſup 
Evidence, attd that is Mr. De Je Re, 

L. C." F. Holt, If there be any others of the Witneſſes let them withd 
be called for ; let there be ſome body to look after them and attend them; 
accordingly done. ) NS 

L, C. ]- #ile. Mr. Cherneck, you have your defire as to this matter, all the re 
yhe Witneſſes are withdrawn, 

Chirn. My Lord, there is another thing that I have to beg of the Court, and that is 
in celation to the Evidence in general, That if there be any thing proved to be ſpoken 
in company, ani talked of by way of common diſcourſe, or only in jollity in ordinary 
converſation, that may not be-interpreted as a proof of any ſettled defign or praQtice. 

L. C. ]. Holt. Look you, Mr. Charnokt, who can tell what the Evidence will be vn- 
til it be given ; you will hear what is depoſed by the Witneſſes, and you have Pen and 
Ink, and may make ſuch obſeryatiens as you think fit : When the Witneſſes are heard 
you will taye all the advantage that can be allowed you, and you may then propoſe 
your objeftions to the matter of their Evidence; which, no doubt, will have their 
uſt weight with the Court : In the mean time, have you any Exception to this man's 

ing a Witneſs? If you have no Exception againſt him, then he muſt give his Evi- 
dence ;, and after he has deliver'd himſelf, and the Kings Councel have done with him, 
you are at liberty toask him what queſtions you think fit. 

Mr. Sol. Gen, Captain Porter, 1 defire you will acquaint the Court and the Jury 
what you know of any Conſpiracy to take away the Life of his Majeſty, when it began, 
in what manner it was carried on, how far it proceeded, how it came to be diſap- 
pointed, who were concerned in it, and what relates to the Priſoners at the Bar, as 
ro their ſhare therein. 

Capt, Porter, My Lord, I am unfortunately ingaged in this matter, and have made 
a frank diſcovery, to make the King all the attonement 7 can, for having been con- 
cerned in ſuch a deſign. Some wocks before this Conſpiracy for Afaſſinating the Xing 
was in hand, there came to my Zodging—-— 

Mr. Att. Gen. Captain Porter, I would not interrupt you, but to put it into a mo» 
thad, and order of time, will you pleaſe to recollett your ſelf, znd give the Court ard 
the Jury an account of your knowledge about the firſt beginning of this Conſpiracy 
the laſt year ; 1 would not lead you, and therefore / ask you the general, and no par- 
ticular queſtion. 

Charnoch. My Lord, /fuppoſe that any queſtion about what was done the laſt year 
is not atall to the purpoſe in this caſe, for there is nothing mentioned in the Indift- 
ment of the laſt year. 

I. C. F. Holr. It is in the Indifment divers days and times, as well before as after» 

Charnock. The Crime for which we'are accuſed is laid to be the 1oth day of 
February 1695. 

L.C. F. Holt, The day is not material, but only a circumſtance, bat in form ſome 
day before the Inditment preferred muſt be laid ; and tho the day mentioned in the Ja» 
ditment is the 10th- of Febraary, yet itis alſo aid, that the things contained in the n+ 
ditment, of which yeu are accuſed, were done likewiſe at divers days and times, as 
well before as after, and ſo the Inditment compreheads eyea what might be done the 
laſt year as well as this 
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"" Chernech. Theg the favour of the Court in this matter, for ſure the 10th of February 
lat can no way be ſupoſed to be in tle laſt year, 

L. C. F. Holt. I told you before, the day is not material, nor are the Witneſſes nor 
the Kings Councel tyed up either to the particular time or place mentioned in the 
Inditment, ſo it be within the County, and before the Indiftment preferred.; All that 
is to be regarded is, that no evidence be given or admitted of any. other ſpecies of 
Treaſon, bnt what is contained 1a the Indiftment; for a man may certainly be indied 
for a Treaſon committed this year, and upen his Tryal Tvidence may be-given of the 
ſame Treaſon committed the year before. : 

Chirxock. But then how can a man prepare for his Defence ? 

Mr. Att, Gen. The time is buta Circumſtance, it may certainly be-proved at another 
day than what is laid in the Inditment, and yet yery good proof; and ſo it isin all 
other caſes, as well Civil as Criminal. | ; 

Chirnock. Mc, Attorney General has ſaid enough I think te confute himſelf; for if one 
year may be put in the Inditment, and anether year brought in.in the Evidence, how ſhall 
any man be able to apply himſelf to his Defence, whoſe thoughts only run upon the time 
laid in the Inditment. I hope neither the Court nor the Kings Councel wit] come 6 
hard upon us, as to put our thoughts quite out of all order, that when we apprehend 
ve are only to detend our ſelves againſt what is faid to be done this year, we maſt 
afresh prepare our ſelves to anſwer what was done the laft year, 

L. C, F. #olt. It is always ſo; . for form fake, there is a particular time laid in the 
indiament, but the proof is not to be tyed up te. that time ; but if it. be proved at any 
time before or after, (6 it be hefore the indictment preferred, it is ,well enorgh. And 
not without great reaſon, for the Treaſon conſiſting in imagining and compaſſing the 
Kings death, which may be manifeſted by divers Overt Acts, fome before, ſome on, and 
others fince, the tenth of February, yet they are Evidences of one Treaſon, which is 
the compafiing the Kings Death. 

Chara. Then we may be under an obligation to give an account of a!l the. tranſactions 
of our lives, if that be the Rule, | 

L. C. F. Holt. No, not ſo neither, for that very Treaſon, affign'd in the Indicty 
ment- muſt be proved, and therefore you are only to give an anſwer to that, and 
nothing elſe. 

Chzrn. But, my Lord, it may give a great looſe, and much hinder our defence for 
as it is now. defired that proof may be given of what was done laſt year, at the ſame 
rate, they (as well before and after ) may fignify ſeven yea:s ago.. 

I. C. F. Hil:, And fo it may, if your Conſpiracy reacht ſo far, or did then begin, 
and was afterwards purſued, this is not any thing that is unuſual, but the Common 


Law is plain in it, Well what ſay you, Mr. Porter 


Capt. Porter My Lord, F will give you an account, if your Lordhip pleaſeth, of 
what was done this year ; and if any queſtions afterwards be thought fic by the Kings 
Council to be now a*ked' me about what paſſed. before, 1 will arſver them very readily, 

Mr. Att, Gen, Well, then go on your. own way, we will reſerve our felves till 
afterwards- 

Capt. Porter. Some weeks before this deſign was on foot, for Aﬀſaſſinatirg the King. 
Sir William Perkins, when he was in Town, was at the ſame place where Mr. Charnock and 
1 did ledge; it was about the latter end of January : He asked Ar. Chernock where he 
would be at night; and I told them, if they, were not about priyate buſineſs I would 
meet 
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mmact-them. He told me, there were ſome friends come from Frence, and that ſomething 


was a doing that would be for the ſeryice of the Xing : I told them, it any thing of thac 
nature was & doing, I would readily engage init; aud they told me 1 ſhould know it 


.very ſoon. A little after I fell fick of the Gout, and could not tir from my Chamber : 
But then Mr. Charnect did acquaint me that Sr. George Burckley, and thoſe that came from 


France, had brought a Commiſſion to raiſe and Levy War upon the perſon of King 


William and be aſked me how many I could brieg to joyn with them, if the King landed 


I deficed to confider of jt, and he told me Sr. George Barckley would come ts him about it. 
Accordingly , he and Holmes @me to the Houle where. we lodged, in Norfolke Streer, and 
there they were ingrivate with Mr. Charnock, and afterwards, becauſe I was lame, and 
could not ſtir, they came-intomy Room, and Sir. George Barckley told me he was glad to 
ſee me in good health, but ſorry to fiad me lame, but ke hoped to ſee me abroad in a little 
time, and I teld him, 1 hoped (o too. They ſaid they were going then to ſome Company, & 
they haped.to ſee me afterwards. After that there were ſeyeral Meetings that we had, par- 
ticularly av the Globe Tevern in Hatten Garden, the Naggs Head at St» Fames Street, and the 
Sun Tveren in the Strand, and in all theſe places we did conſult together,which was the beft 
way,and where was the beſt place to Aﬀaſſinate the King, when he come from Hunting. Sire 
George Barckley told us he had ſome mony to buy Horſes, but not much, he had as much 
as would furniſh about forty, Capt. Charnock aid, he would bring fix or ſeven men, that” 
ſhonld come out of the Country, Sir William Perkins aid he would lend five Horſes, three 


.to be mounted by Men of his own, the other two by ſuch as ſhould be provided. I pro- 


miſed to bring ſeven men with Horſes, and Sr. George Barcley (aid that Lowickand others that 
came, oyer with hjm from France, would engage in the Defign, and make up the number. 
I deſired yery much to ſee the Commiſſion that came from the late King, and aſked Mr, 
Charnock about it, he ſaid he neyer ſaw it, but Sr. William Perkins told me he had ſeen it, 
and that it was all writ with King Jemes his own band, and figned by himſelf, All this was 
agreed to, and then there were Conſultations in what Method it was to be done. Several 
Propoſals there were ;, one was to ſet upon him as he came from Aichmond4 by the Road, 
others, when he was upon Horſeback at Cue. Sr. George Berckley was for having it done by 
Ambulcade in the Park by Ajchmond; and therefore dehired me to go with Mr. Knightley, 
and view the ſeveral places and ground thereabouts, to find out which was the mott conve. 
nient place, The day before we were to go, Capt. Xing come to me, ani would know 
if we were to go about ſuch a matter, and profered to go with us. Itold him 1 had never 
a Horſe, but he ſaid he would get one. We went that night to the Swan at Knights Bridge, 
and there we lay, and went the next day to view the ground, and came the next evening, 
to the Company, to give an Account what we had done ;, and upon the Account that we 

Ves /ST. George Barckley's mind was altered, and it was agreed todo it in the Lane coming 


fram Branford to Turnhem Green, and the particular manner was agreed 02 too. There 


was one Rockwood that was to command one party of Sr. George Sarckley's Men to attack the 
Guard ; ke tald us, he had bought twenty Horſes which wero to be employed in this Expe - 
dition 5 they were to be divided in three Parties, and Sr. George Barckl:y was to have 
four out of each of the other Party, and to ſeize upon the. King's Coach, and 
to ſhoot into. it, and kill the King, and all thoſe that were with him: And this 
was. to. be done on the 15th. of Februarys, which was a Saturday, and the King uſually 
went to Richmond on Saturdays We had two Orderly Men (as they were called ) who 
aerc to licat. Kenfngton, to give Intelligence, when the. King, and the Guards went.our, 
he one was Chambers, and the other one Ouran, Flemming, 1 think, or 1 de not wel) know 
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what Country man he was; And Durent was to bring an Account when the Guard went out» 
and Chambers when the King went out, and when we had notice that the King was gone, 
we were to go by *or 4 in @ Party to prevent ſuſpifion, and we were to be diſperſed in 
the ſeveral Inxs about Brentford and Turnham Green. Sir, George Barckley was to be at the King- 
of Bob:miz's head; and we ordered a Man fd give notice to him when the King landed, and 
then he was to give notice to us, and ſo we were to form our ſelves into our ſeveral Bedies, 
to rake our ſeveral Poſts as were agreed upon. /asked him what he thought te de when 
the Matter was over, how we ſhould diſpoſe of our ſelves ? He told me, we need not 
fear any thing, but might go to Town and lie ftill, and that there would a ſuffi- 
ci2nt number from abroad ready to aſſiſt us, That 4. or 5080 French were to divert in. 
Scotland, and the King would be near the French Shore with a ſufficient army. On Friday 
before the 22rh. whea it was to have beenexecuted, again we meet at the Sun Tavern 
in the $rrand; and there diſcourſed for a matter of half an hour,about the former difappoint- 
ment, and ſeveral in the Company vere afraid the deſign was diſcovered; but then /teld 
them, if it had been fo,ſure we ſhould have been taken up before now ; upon which it was a- 
greed, then let us reſolye upon it again to morrow, and ſo it was reſolved upon. Cap. Cher- 
aock ſaid, he could not tay, becauſe he ſhould want ſome Men that were come up out of 
the Country on purpoſe. I faid, I was afraid my horſes were fick, and could not be uſed in 
the Service. And Sir wiliem Pcrkins thereupon undertook to furniſh me, and told Mr. Char- 
mock and me he had ſent to Mr. Lews that belongs to the Earl of Feverſham, to procure ſome, 
he having, as he ſaid, promiſed ſo to do. I ſent the next morning to have a Note for two, 
by Mr. Craauxrne, and he ſent me a Nete back again by Cranburne, that he bad ſent to Mr. 
Lewjs, and Mr. Lewis ſaid he would help him to three korſes, with Sadtes, Holſters and Pi- 
ſtols, and defired the lit of my Men, which Iſent him, and he ſent it me back again with 
the lift of his own, and then I fhewed it ta Mr. De 14 Rue, and we were preparing all things 
for the Execution of this Deſign, and preſently after news came, that the King did not go 
out that day neither 5 upon which I aid I would go out of Town, and I aſked Capt, Pendey- 
gras to go with me, and weſent Keyes to bring Linnen unto us, but ke did not come until 
the Wedaeſday, and upon the Thurſday we were taken, 

Ar. Att. Gen. Capt. Porter, you mention ſeveral Conſultations, at ſeveral times and 
places; who were preſent at any, and which of them ? were any of the Priſoners at the Bar 
there, and which ? 

Capt. Porter, There was Mr: Charnoch, and Mr. X ing, at all of them. 

Ar: Att: Gen: What do you ſay about Keyes ? What was he ? 

Capt. Porter. Hg was my Servant a year and a half. 

Mr Soll. Gen. Was he acquainted with the Aſſaffination ? 

Capt. Porter. Yes he was, and was preſent at moſt of the Conſultations. He hired horſes 
for me ta be imployed in the buſineſs, On the firſt yeaturday he hired two, I gave him mo«» 
ney for them, and did know npon what account they were hired. 

Mr. Ars. Gen. Was he preſent when news-was brought of the diſappointment ? 

Capt. Porter, Yes, he was both times. 

Mr, Art. Gen. You are ſure he was preſent then ? 

Capt. Porter. Yes, the ſecond time he (aid, that he met the King's Guards that were 
come back all in a Foam, and that he had ſpoke to one of my Lord of Oxford's Regiment, 
and that fomething was mutter'd upon which he fear'd a diſcovery.

Gentlemen, There is an Overt-A& alledged in the Indictment, as it by Law is neceſſary todo, 
to prove the Treaſon, which is Compaſſing the Death ot the King z- and it is by Law a goed 
Overr Act, That they did at ſuch a Place, char is co ſay, the Pariſh of Sr, Clements in the 
County of Miaddisſex, onthe 1oth of February laſt, Conſult, and Agree, to carry on ſuch a 
Deſign; now it is not material, as my Lords the Jucges will tell you, in point of Law, to 
prove all the ſeveral Conſultations to be in that Pariſh, nor to have been upon the day al-

Gentlemen, we have proved this Bloody Conſpiracy moſt fully againſt all the Priſoners at”

thus accuſed are guilty of this Crime or not? And you have heard a very long EWenee, five ; 
Witneſſes have been produced, and they have given upon this oecafion 2 very large Account of 
the whole Tranſation, which I will obſerve to you as briefly as I can, 

In the firſt place Gentlemen you are told how there had been a Deſign forming even for fome 
years for the reſtoring of the late King Fomer, and the depriving and depofing of this King. 
It ſeems it was a defiga before the buſineſs of Cape {a Hegne, which you remember very well 
was inthe year 16g2, abour the time of the burning a great part of the French Fleet by Ad+- 
miral Ruſe/,' but this deſign, tho* it met with ſeveral diſappointments, yet did not die, it had 
its ebbiogs and its lovings, ſomerimes it was higher, and at other times it was lower, and in 
Winter was twelve months it began to be more vigerovſly proſecuted then at any time befere, 
ſince the Ls Hegue buſineſs ; and then there was-a Reſolution framed of attempting the Per- 
ſon andLife- of che King, which appears by Captain Porter's and Mr. De /a Rue's teſtimony and 
great hopes were conceived among them, that it might be effeed before the King went over 
into Flanders}: but it ſeems they wanted a Commiſſion from Abroad ( which they thought ae- 
ceſlary as an Authority tor themto-at undery which not coming in time, the King went over * 
to Flanders, and fo for that time the Exccution of .jt was deferred. 

Gentlemen, after the King's return- from Flanders, the Proſecution of this Deſign was-re- 
ſamed, and intimatien was given that a Cemmilſion was brought over by Sir George Barclay 
from King Jawes, which was t@ make War upon the Perfon of King W./kam, who was called- 
therein, ns you may ſuppoſe, the Prince-of Orange :- And you are told by Captain Porter, that 
at that rime he and Mr, Charneck lodged together in one Houſe in Norfolk ſtreet, and that Mr. 
Gharnech, told him Sir George Barclay was come with ſuch a Commiſhon trom King Famer 
and. imparted to'bim the deſign of Aſſaſſinating and Murthering the King, and that would be 
the readicſt way to bring home King F awe; ? He asked Caprain Porter whether: he would en» 


" gage himſelf in the marter. It ſeems Mr. Porter did freely and readily engage in it, anÞwas 


in good earneſt; and therefore-there were ſeveral Mectiogs at ſeveral places, in order to conſule- 
and contrive how they-might bring it to paſy, » -. 

Geatlemen, you are further informed, That there were feveral Meetings at the Globe-7w- 
wer#-in Hatten Garden, another at the Naggs Heed in St. Famer ſteer in Covent Garden 
and. ar the Sun Tevern in the Strand, and that ewoof the Priſoners ar the Bar, Mr, Charneck: 


. and: Mr. King with divers others, were at thoſe Mcerings, and Keys was at ſeveral of them, 


and there it was agreed and reſolved, that the King ſhould. be Murtbeced as 'the beſt way to 
bring in the late King- - 6 

This being ſectled and reſolved upon as fit to bs done, the next conſideration was in what 
manner it might be effeed, and two ways were propoſed, one by way ot Ambaſcade on the 
other ſide of the Water near the King's Houſe at Richmond, the other in the Lane that leads 
from Brentford to+ Turnham Green, upon the King's return from Richmond, ſome Evening x 
for it ſeems it is uſual for the King to goto a Houſe he has on the other-fide of the Water, ro 
diverthimfelf once a Week vpon the Saturday, and to return in the Evening. 

Theſe two places being propoſed, the one on this, the other on the other fide of the Water, 
there was a differencein opiniva ameng the Conſpirators, which of the places would be the 
beſt:and moſt proper: And in order to ſettle that Matter, ic was reſolved upon, that ſome 
Pesſong ſhould be fent toview the Ground in both Places and make their Report to the reſt 3 
and the Men agreed upon, were. Captain Porter, and Mr, Knightley, to whom Mr. King _—_

Hiffelf, and accordingly they did go ont of Town together to take « View' of theſe 
Places, | 


Here the Court was interrupted by Mrs. King the Priſoners Mother, who in 
4 very entragious violent manner, got into the Court ;, but being removed, the 
Lord Chief Jiiſtice proceeded, 


L.C,F. Helr,, Gentle:r.en,I was ſaying that this View was taken by thoſe Perſons that under- 
took it; and the Night of that Day they had viewed the places, upon their return, they made 
a Report to their Accomp]yces, and thereupon ir was reſvlved co rchnquiſh the Ambuſcade, and 
thar the attack ſhould be made in the Lane that Leads fram Brentford to Turnham- Green. 

The time that was fixt upon for this Executien way Saturary the 15h. of February: there 
were two Men that vere appointed to lodg at Kenſingion, whom they called Orderly Men, a tis 
tle that they gave them ; theſe were to give notice at what time the King and the Guarcy wenc 
our, the one was C0.give notice firſt of the Guards going, the other was to givenotice when the 
King went : wken notice was brought them that the King was gone abroad, the Conſpriators 
were to be reacy to go atter in ſmall numbers, and were to be quartered and diſperſcd in the 
ſeveral Inns about Bren: ford and Turnham Green, to he gathered into the ſeveral Bodies, upon 
netice of the Kings Return, when the King came over, then they were to make the Attack in 
this manner, Capt, Porter: and Mr, Charnock, with one Reckweed were to attack the Guardg 
and Sir George Barclay, and his Party, were to come up to the Kings-Coach, and fire jnro ir, 
and kill the King, and every one that was in it; and ofthat Party Mr, Pendergraſs was des 
{tgned to be one, and he-was to have a Muikeroon from Capt, Porter, that would carry ſevenor 
eight Bullets ; Theſe Confpirators, and the Perſons that were to be concerned, were in all torty, 
or ſome few more innumber. 

Bur, by great prqvidence, this Bloody Deſign was diſcovered, as was told you, by one of the 
Witneſſes Mr, Pexdergra:, a day or two before it hould have been pur in Execution; and fo 
His Mjety did forbear going out char Seturdey the zgth, Bur they having notice that the 
Gazrds were gone, andafter that receiving amaccount that the Kiag did not go, it very much 
alarm'd theſe Conſpirators, but notwithſtanding this, as you have been told, they were reſolved, 
net to lay afide the prſecotion cf this Deſign, bur were rather bent upon Executing it the 
next opportunity that ſhould offer itſelf, for which purpoſe divers of the Confpiratorgdid meet 
rogerher, and did conſule whether it was fit further to proceed, particularly upon the Friaay the 
217th, day of February at the Sun Tavern in the Strand, divers of them met, and these they 
had diſcourſe-of the matter, and were troubled at the diſappointment, and were Reſolved to puy- 
ſue it, and for that purpoſe, agreed tobe in a readineſs thenext Day, and as ſcon as they ſhould 
have norice, that che King wag gone from Kenſington, they would proſecute it in the ſame man= 
ner, in-which: they.had formerly agrecd: R n 

- It ſhould ſeeln; ſome of the men they had engaged were gone off, and ot hers were provided in 
their ſtead, but there was another tulil diſcovery made, before that, by Mr. De /# Rue, by which 
their wicked purpoſe was a ſecond: time Ciſappointed, 

Gentlemen, upon the diſcovery of this deſign, 1t was thought very fitring to take all pofſible 
care, for preventing ſuch a diſmal ſtroke, and for puniſhing ſuch heinous offenders, there, was 
a Proclamation iſfuec for the Apprehenlion of a great many of them that abſconded, which bad 
a vety-good effect, by the rakimng-bf ſeveral of them, belides thoſe that were raken up by 
Warrants before, and theſe three Priſoners gow at the Bar, are Indicted for this Horrid and 
 -— ies Conſpiracy, and for purſuing this vicked Defign, and. are now wpon their Tryal

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Now, Gentlemen, you haveheard the Evidence, which you are to conſider 
of in relation to the Pcaſoners, and how far they are afteted by it. 1 mull cell 
you, that.Cap, Porter gives 4 full Evidence againſt all three, he tells you how, 
and in what manner they were all engaged, and what parts they had all in the 
profecution of this Bloody Enterpriſe. As for Mr. Charnock, he ſeems to have 
been a remarkable Perſon1n almoſt all the parts of ir, a great carrier on and pro- 
moter of it, was to be an ator in it, and provide his number of Men: And. it 
ſeemshe was a Perfon much truſted by Sir George Barclay, and he ſpokets Mr, 
Porter of a Commiſſion that Sir George Barclay brought with him from K, Tamer, 
which was to levy War upon the Perſon of King Hikiem,. which it ſeems was 
underſtood to authorize them to aflaſſinate the King, Mr. King went to view 
rhe Ground, and Charnock and he were at the feveral Conſultations, and Keys 
was at Porter's Lodgings, and at divers other Conſults, when the carrying on of 
this Deſign of aflaflinating the King was debated and reſolved upon. Mr. Por- 
rer's Evidence you have heard at large, and 1 doubt not you take good notice of 
it, and the King's Council have repeared the moſt material parts of 1t, therefore 
need not do it agam. And asto Mr. Charnock, you have heard what Evidence 
is given by De /a Rut and Bertram, for tho? Mr. Charnock (ays all that is teſli- 
fied by the other Witneſlefs, is only Talk and Diſcourſe, and that bare words are 
not High Treaſon, but there muſt be ſome Overt Aft; theretore you are to con- 
{ider particularly what the other Witneſſes fay again him, and whether another 
Overt AR is not proved. De la Rue (who was one of the Diſcoverers, and (as 
he tells you) he reſolved fo tobe ſo ſoon as he could get a perte&t knowledge of 
the whole Deſign) ro inform you, that between the 1 5th. and the 22d. of Fe- 
bruary, be met Mr. Chareock, and enquired of him, how the buſineſs wenr, ro 
which Chernock returned anſwer, That che Defrgn did languiſh, ſaying, That 
People were not fo warm as formerly, and did believe the King had Notice, for 
that he had not been abroad on'Saturdey; that too many were acquainted with.ir, 
and therefare thought it might come to nothing : but the main Bulmeſs which 
was the Landing of King James, would be fpeedy ; and though the D'ſcourfe 
may be recken'd only Wards, yer they do import, ar leaft acknowledge, to the 
carrying on this Deſign before that time. 


Bur then confider what you are told by Bertbram, another of the Witneſſes, 


That he being inform'd by _ that Mr. Charneck would ſpeak with him; 
he thereupon went to Mr. Charneck's Lodgings, where Charyock took him a+ 
ſide into a Back-Room, and told him that King Jemes was a coming, and there 
was great hopes of reſtoring him ; but there was ſomething to be dons to facilitate 
it, which he would de well trejozn m : And when he asked what ir was, Chare 
nock told him, he muſt go abroad and take the Air, where he would meet with 
ſome of h1s pt; wes ; and there was no way to effe& it, but by 1aking off

that King Jemes ſhould be reſtored, Now, though it was not direQly ſaid, chey were to Kill 
the King ; yet it is manifeſt what was-meane by it 4 For the taking off no one Perſon in Eng- 
land, belides King Willem, eculd conduce to the Return of the late King. And for his En- 
couragement, he told him furcher, That if Berthram would undertake the doing. of it, it 
would anſwer his ExpeRation. And then you are told again by B:#chram, that he met Char» 
w*ck at Lincolns Inn-Gate, upon that very day that it was laſtro have becn executed, which wag - 
the 22d of February, where Charnech told him he-ſuſpeted a D ſcovery was made, and that 


. there were Warrants qut againft them; and that therefore the b.ſt way was, to go immcdiace* 


ly and rake him off, and then all would be well _. 

Now | muſt tell you, Gentlemen, That what he ſays, That bare Words are nor Treaſon, is 
very true in ſome caſes: For Looſe Words ſpoken, withour relation to any AQt or Delign, are 
not 1 reaſon, or an Overt AQ ; but Arguments, and Words of Perſwaſion, to ergage in ſuch a 
D:ſign or Reſolution, and diretting or propoſing the beſt way for «f.fing"irt, are Overe Ats 
of High Treaſon, as. much as if two agree together to Kill the King, tho* the Agreement be 
Verbal oily, and not reduzed to Writing : Likewiſe, C-alulting together for ſuch a Purpoſe, 
is an Overr At of Treaſon, For it 1s che imagination, the Compaſling and Defigning the 
Death of rhe King, that is the Treaſon - For the Law is very careful of the Perſon of the 
Kmg,- and hath'tully provided for his Safety ; and this Treaſon is the firlt Species mention'd in 
the Scatute, Burt there is no way of diſcovering thoſe Compasſmgs or I maginationg, i2 order 
to pun.ſh a Traytor, but by ſome External A, that may be ſufficient romanifeſt ſuch an Inten» 
tion and Purpole ; and that which is a ſufficieor Manifeſtarion of ſuch a Deſign, is an other 
Orert-Act, Bur there have been proved (cveral Meetings. and Conſulrationg and. Propoſals at 
thoſe meeting*, about the Ways and M:thods for bringing about the Deſign of Aſlaſkination, 
And-it was fever yet-doubted, | but ro- Meet'and Conſult how to K:{l the King, was an Overt- 
AR of. High Treaſon. Befides, Mr. Charnock's endeavouring tO engage Berthram in this En* 
terprize, and the Argument he uſcd to perſwade him to it, That it was means to Reſtore the 
lace King, and telling him it would anſwer his ExpeQation, is another Overt AR. And there» 
fore, how far Mr. Charneck is Guilty of the Charge in the Indictment, you are to determine 
when yoa have well conſideg'd the Nature of the Evidence, and what Anſwer Mr. Charnock, 
hath made.to it ; which ſhall be open'd to you by and by. . 

Then, Gentlemen, concerning Mr. King, who 1s the next Man, he has theſe Witneſſes a- 
gainſt him : Captain Porter ſays, That he was very frequently at the Mectings and Conſulra» 
tions, and that he came to him when be and Knightly were ro view the Ground, and deſir'd ro 
be: one of them, and chey went together, and did view the Ground ; this was ſometime before 
the 1yth of Pebrdary, in the ſame Week, 

And you may alſo remember the Evidence given by Mr. De ls Rue, That Mr. King told 
him, about November or December, That a Major-General would come from Frence, and that 
Money was to be advanced; and that after Captain Porter and Mr. King told. him, that the 
Major General was come. On Friday the 7th of February, King ſaid he was to go, out of 
To#n with Knighth and Durant, to know whether the King went to Richmond or Hoxnlew, 
Being inform'd che King had a delign to go to Hounſlrw; and being_return'd,” on the Sunday 
following, Mr. King did ſay they had found out the rareſt glacs, and the firtefi-rhav could be 
for chat purpoſe, within a quarter of a Mile of the King's Houſe.at Richmond; and that 
there was to be an Ambuſcade, and asked. the Witneſs whether he would; be one in the Ame 
buſcade ; bur be liked ir not, but had rather attack the Guards. He bad been at the Dog Ts 
wern with Mr. King, and diſcourſing about this Undertaking,” Mr. King the Prifoner had cold 
this \WirneG, that feveral-of the Guards were come from France, and that ſeveral Genferen- 
ces were had about taking off the King ; and he did not approve of Mr. Charzeck, in regard 
te id not $alk like a Soldier, and was for an calic Polt without Danger; and .as for Capt; 
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Porter, he bad another ObjeQion again him, He bad as much Fat in bis  Brains-a8 be bad, © 
in his Body ; and ſo the one wanted Skill, and the other Wit, Bur ſtill Mr. Zing owned his 
being concerned in the carrying 0a of this Deſign of Aſſafſination ; for after the Deſign of the 
Ambuſcade way diſapproved of, and agreed that the Guards ſhould be Attack'd, and the King, 
in his Goach, at Tw-nhaw-Green ; he, by Ddcourſe with De {a Rue, expreſſes his Conſent to 
it : Beſides, he told Pendergrar, who was to be one, and to have Porter's Gun to ſhoot the 
King, he hoped Pexdergrss would not be afraid to break the Glaſs Windows. 

Mr. "Key: Rtands upon-ir, for his part, that he was only a Servant to Captain Porter, and if 
he had Cone” any thing amiſs, it was no more than what his Maſtcr bid him do ; and that he 
knew of no Deſign ; and that it was @ bard thing that he ſhuuld be troubled in this Matter ; 
for if a Maſter ſend his Servane to buy Horſes or Arms, if he docymnot know hew they are to- 
be imployed, atterwares it doth appear they are to be imployed in Aſaſinating the Kirg,, 
that the Servant ſhould be puniſhed for obeying his Maſter, Bur the Queſtion is, Whether 
Keyr knew what the Defign was, Captain Porter ſays he did know when he hired the Horſes, 
for what purpelc they were to be uſed, . And he ſays further, That he was with them at-many 
of the Couſults at the Globe Tavern and other Places, where he did Eat and Drink with themg 
and was privy to the Deſign, and concerned in it. . 

Then Gentlemen, by che other Evicence it is proved,. that he was in Company ſeveral times. 
when the Deſign was Giſcourſed of, and that he was uſed as a Companian to-Capr, Porter , 
and uſed to fit and Eat and Drink vith bimand the ref of them at the ſame Table ; and whea 
they drank to the Reſtoration of the late King, and:tothe Squeezing the Rotten Orarge, Keys, 
wag there, and pledged the Healtb, which ſhews the Intention of the Man; 2ud this was upon 
Saturday the 22th. And when News was brought that the Deſign was. diſappoipted. by the. 
King's not going abroad that day, be went out to get intelligence, .and brought in word that, 
the Guards were come bome, and that all their Morſes were in a Foam, and the King's Coaches, 
returned to the, Myws ; all which is Evidence he knew of the Deſign and conſented ro it Sa 
that I muſt leave.it to you upon the whole, though there be a great deal more Evidence than. 
] have mentigned, you are the Judges how far it amounts to prove them guiley. 

But chen_Geatlemen, as to what they Gay, That the Witnefles do Teftiftie by Hearlay, that's 
not Evidence ;, but what they know themſelyes, or beard from the Priſcners ;. and ſo-Mr, Char, 
necks infilts upon it, that what Mr, De le Rue ſays againſt him, is moſtly what Captain Porter: 
told him, -aad therefore cannot make 4 proof by two: Ir is true, and therefore 1 did .omie. 
repeating & great part of what De /« Rue ſaid, becauſe as to him it was for the moſt part Hear», 
fay ; - Bur whatſoever Evidence bas been given of any Fat done withia the Wicneſſes own. 
Knowledge, or of any Conſult or Diſcourſe of the Priloners themſelves, that you are. to take. 
notice of as gogd Evidence, and conſider of ir. 

Bur then<here 15 anocher.thing that is objeted againſt the Evidenee, and that is, as to the 
Fairneſs and Credibility of ir, becanſe the Witneſſes, elpecially Mr, Porter, by their. own ac- 
knowledgmear, are involved in the ſame Crime, and therefere cannor be good Witneſſes againſt 
ethers, Now as to thar Objeftion, 1 mult tell you firft, that Priſoners under thoſe Lircunſtan- 
C£:3 are good legal Wirneſles, but theit Credirs, as in all other caſes, are lett to your Conficera- 
tion, But Secondly, as rothe weight ot this Objection againſt rheir Creilir, you may Conſider 
thet 1raicerous Conſpiracis are Deeds of Darkneſs as well as wickednel(s, the Diſcovery where, 
of can properly came galy from the Conſpirators themſelves ; ſuck Evidence hgs always been 
allowed as good Prootin all Ages; and they are rhe moſt proper Witnefſes, for othgrvile. *ris 
hardiy poſlible, if not alrogerher impoſſible, ro have a full Proof of ſuch ſecret Contrivances 
fach Diſcoveriesare to be encouraged in all Governments, wirhout which there can be no Safes, 
ty : Ard though Men have been guiley of ſuch bainous Offences, ia being Partakers or Promo» 
ters in ſuch Deſigns, yet 1f they come in and Repent, and give Teſtimonies thereof by Diſco- | 
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vering the Trorh, great Credit ovght'to be given ro rhem, for fach Evidence Was Ever netcunted 
good, Beſides, as ro rwo of them, De.la Rut and Pendergraſs, which were the firſt that diſco. 
vered, before they were appreh-nded, or ſaſpcRed themſelves ro be in danger, and theaeſcre 
do not Swear to fave rheir own Lives, bur reſolved upon it to ſave the Life of the King, And 
Mr. Pendergraſs had not any deſign ro bt an Evidence, who, though he difcover'd ir almoſt 23 
early as he knew it, yer refuſed to tell the Names, ' upon Principle of Honour, till he hzd the 
King's Word that he (hovld nor be preſt to come in 23 a Witneſs; and herells you himſclf the 
Reaſon why he refuted then, and why he comets m now, becduſe Capt, Porter was hig Friend, to 
whom he was obliged, and he never inrended ar firſt ro <1ſcorer his Name, nor afterwards to be 
Evidence againſt him ; bur ypoa Capr, Porter's being raken, and diſcovering himſelf and this 
Witneſs, he thonght then he was abſolved from all chat Ob!:gation, and therefore reſolved to 
appear as a Witneſs againft the reft : And this doth not depend only npon rhe Credit of Pet- 
4:rgraſs, but alſo npon the Teſtimony of my Lord Portlend, and my Lord Cures, who have give 
en you 2 full Account of rhe Manaer of ir, | 

And Mr. De ls Ree tells you, That it was his Pefign at firſt, even a year ag9, if the Con- 
ſpiracy had fo far proceeded, as r5 be ready to be pur in Execationy he would have endeavoured 
to have prevented the Miſchief, by acquainring the King with it ; And he gives you an account 
how he revealed it to Brigadeer Lew/on, and ro my Lord Poreland, and after ro the King, 
which is confirmed by my Lord Por:/aud; fo that thele are Witneſſes beyond all Exception, 
-jnd if ſuch Evidence as this be not allowed to be good, the Government can never be Sccutc a- 
gainſt ſuch Vilainous Enterpriſes and Wicked Machwations 

Gentlemen This is'not Trapanning, for ir doth nor appear by any Evidence, nor have I heard 
the Pciiofhers precend that-rheſe Perſons did go abour fo ſeduce them into the Defign, duc indeed 
were endeavoured to be Teduced into it themſelves ; and though they kept them Company af- 
rerwards, yet it was only with a purpoſe ro acquaint themſelves with the real Incentions of theſe 
Wicked Men, which is Lawful and Juſt in order to the making 2tu!l Diſcovery of rheir {6 Dan- 
gerous a Villany 3 and therefore they ought rorecieve all Countenance for doing fo great a Ser» 
vice to the Government, without undergoing the Fmpuratien of being Trapannets, 

Gentlemen, Thereis no m*re occurs tome at preſent, that is material ro be obſerved or taken 
notice of, leave it to you, yoo heard whar the Witneſſes fay againſt the Priſoners, you have 
heard whar rhe Priſoners have ſaid for themſelves, you are the Judges, of this Faft ; If yuu are 
not ſatisfied that here bas becn ſufficient Evidence given to prove them Guilty, you will acquir 
them 3 Burt if you are ſatisfied char upon the Evidence and all the Circurftances of this Caſe, 
that they are Guilty, 1 ſuppoſe you will diſcharge your Conſcienceg, and give your Verdi& ac- 
cordingly. 

Then A Fry withdrew to conſider of the Evidence, ani im leſs than half an hour returned, 

aud found all the three Priſeners Guilty of the High Treaſon for which the 'y were Indaifed, 
ane the Court Adjuarned till ſix a Clock that Evening,

The Jaylvr firſt made him to Kne:1; and they, when he aroſe up, he ſpoke as follows. 
- Cherndk. Sir, thave 2 great deal ro ſay, 1f I knew when was the proper time fo apply my ſelf 
- & tic ſaying what I have to ſay. 
& * 4dr. Com. Serj. You are now called to, to know what you have to ſay. Chern, 
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Chery, Sir, I would put this Queſtion, beeauſc [ aw» ignorant in Forms of Law, Whether 
be pratticable for me to ſay any thing before Judgment, of not ? For 1 bave no Pardon 
Plead,to hinder the Judgment ; and therefore 1 would knew if ic be practicable to (ay any thi 
before Judgment ?
